Reagan 
Revamping 
Budget

F o rm er C alifo rnia Go v . Ro nald 
Reagan is p lanning to refine his 
celebrated $90 billio n bu dget-cu tting 
p lan and will p ledge that no bo dy will 
lo se needed go v ernment benefits if it is 
enacted. 
Reagan camp aign aides say the 
fo rm er go v erno r p lans to issu e 
statem ents nex t week o u tlining a 
p erio d o f transitio n du ring which the 
federal go v ernment wo u ld dro p majo r 
so cial and welfare p ro grams, leav ing 
it to the states and cities to co ntinu e 
them — and finance them — if they 
cho o se. 
The bu dget p lan has beco me a 
central issu e in the first week o f 
Reagan’s activ e camp aign fo r the 
Rep u blican p residential no minatio n. 
C ritics, am o ng them P resident 
Fo rd’s camp aign m anager, Ho ward H. 
Callaway , hav e said 
the 
Reagan 
p ro p o sal wo u ld deny needy Americans 
assistance they mu st hav e fro m the 
go v ernment. 
Bu t Reagan, camp aigning Friday in 
Tallahassee, Fla., said, “No o ne will 
be p u t o u t in the sno w.” 
As Reagan defended his bu dget- 
cu tting 
p lan, 
President 
Fo rd 
en­ 
tertained a gro u p o f his camp aign 
leaders at the White Ho u se, telling 
them he is co nfident o f v icto ry and 
do wnp lay ing a Gallu p p o ll sho wing 
ano ther 7 p er dro p in his p o p u larity . 
“Damn the p o lls, fu ll sp eed ahead,” 
the President said. “ If we keep o u r 
co o l, keep o u r faith and do what is 
right fo r America, I kno w we can win." 
Fo rd to ld the camp aigners that he 
p lans to p resent new p ro p o sals o n 
edu catio n and tax relief fo r tho se 
earning between $10,000 and $30,000 a 
y ear. And he said, “We will co ntinu e 
o u r effo rt to release the strangleho ld 
the federal go v ernment has o n o u r 
so ciety . We hav e made gains, bu t we 
mu st do mo re. We mu st allo w the p ri­ 
v ate secto r to take o v er the jo bs that it 
can do best.” 
R eagan aides said the fo rm er 
go v erno r’s p lanned clarificatio n o f his 
bu dget-cu tting p ro p o sal wo u ld em­ 
p hasize that it wo u ld be a p hased and 
gradu al p ro cess that wo u ld maintain 
benefits fo r tho se who need them. 
That 
p resu m ably 
wo u ld 
ease 
criticism o f the p lan based o n asser­ 
tio ns that it wo u ld dep riv e the needy o f 
v ital su p p o rt. Bu t it wo u ld no t deal 
with the o ther co ntentio n that has been 
raised: that a takeo v er o f the federal 
p ro gram s wo u ld fo rce sharp increases 
in state tax es. 
Reagan say s he wants to transfer 
rev enu e so u rces alo ng with p ro gram 
resp o nsibility . 
The tax issu e was hit hard by Fo rd 
backers this week as Reagan cam ­ 
p aigned in New Hamp shire fo r the 
y ear’s first p residential p rimary . They 
said the Reagan p lan wo u ld mean New 
Hamp shire wo u ld hav e to enact its 
first inco me and sales tax es to p ay fo r 
p ro grams no w fu nded by the federal 
go v ernment. 
R eagan’s p ro p o sal p resu m ably 
wo u ld hav e little chance o f su ccess 
with a Co ngress that is ex p ected to 
remain u nder Demo cratic co ntro l. 
Callaway also sp o ke to the Fo rd 
camp aign wo rkers who gathered in 
Washingto n fo r a day o f p ep talks. He 
p redicted the President will defeat 
Reagan in the states where the fo rmer 
go v erno r is co nsidered to be ru nning 
his stro ngest camp aigns.

Meanwhile, the mo to rman o f the 
train which p lo wed into the rear o f 
ano ther said he was blinded by the su n 
reflecting o ff sno w.

night that mo to rman McKinley Ro ss, 
35 , au to m atically was su sp ended 
p ending the o u tco me o f the inv estiga­ 
tio n. 
Hu bert H. Jewell Jr., a safety in­ 
v estigato r fo r the Natio nal Tran­ 
sp o rtatio n Safety Bo ard, said Ro ss to ld 
him the su n reflected o ff the sno w and 
blinded him u ntil he was abo u t 300 feet 
fro m the seco nd train. 
Ro ss said he was go ing abo u t 30 to 35 
miles p er ho u r when he hit the 
emergency brakes o n his fo u r-car 
electric “ B-train” after seeing a six - 
car “A-train” sto p p ed at the Addiso n 
Street statio n o n the city ’s No rthwest 
Side. 
An au to matic safety sy stem that 
sho u ld hav e kep t the trains fro m 
co lliding was no t wo rking o n the 
seco nd train. A CTA o fficial said Ro ss’ 
su p erv iso r, Jo hn Go rman, had giv en 
p erm issio n to o p erate the train 
manu ally .

Co nditio ns remain in the deep freeze 
to day in Ohio , as well as o v er mu ch o f 
the eastern states. 
Ho wev er, 
the 
tem p eratu re here was no t q u ite so lo w 
as 24 ho u rs p rev io u sly . 
At 6 a.m. this mo rning, readings in 
Ohio ranged fro m 14 at Cincinnati 
do wn to minu s o ne at Akro n u nder 
p artly clo u dy skies. 
Clo u diness was to be o n the increase 
later to day , 
with 
tem p eratu res 
reaching 15 to 20 m the no rth, and 20 to 
25 in the so u th. 
Temp eratu res will be mo derating 
slo wly du ring the weekend, so that by 
Su nday the mercu ry may be near 
no rmal fo r mid Janu ary , the Natio nal 
Weather Serv ice rep o rted. 
Light sno w is fo recast to sp read 
eastward acro ss the Bu ckey e State 
to night, as a lo w p ressu re no w in 
Kansas, mo v es no rtheastward acro ss 
no rthern Indiana Su nday mo rning. 
Sno w will be co ntinu ing Su nday in 
no rthern Ohio and p o ssibly beco ming 
mix ed with rain in so u thern Ohio , 
befo re tap ering o ff late Su nday o r 
Su nday night. 
Highs Su nday will be in the 30s. 
Friday , the ex treme co ld kep t trash 
co llecto rs o ff the jo b in Co lu mbu s fo r 
the seco nd day in a ro w and added to a 
p ileu p o f refu se that resu lted fro m a 
lay o ff o f city wo rkers du e to a bu dget 
p ro blem . The w o rkers’ co ntract 
p ro v ides that they do n’t hav e to wo rk 
when the tem p eratu re dro p s belo w 3 
degrees. 
Po lice disp atchers at a no rthern 
Hamilto n Co u nty p o st said at abo u t 2 
a.m . they inv estigated a driv er 


ho nking her ho rn in their p arking lo t. 
“She was lo cked in,” a disp atcher 
said. “The do o rs were fro zen. So we 
u sed cigarette lighters and half a 
do zen o ther things to get the do o rs 
u nstu ck fo r her. She said she went 
ho me bu t co u ld no t get o u t o f the car so 
she dro v e here to the p o st fo r help .” 
There were at least six weather 
related deaths rep o rted in Ohio . 
Po lice said Jo sep h Lizewski, 38, o f 
Clev eland died when a semitracto r- 
trailer rig co llided with his car which 
was then stru ck by ano ther car as the 
steam limited v isibility . 
Llo y d E. McPeek, 69, o f 1 x >ng Bo t­ 
to m in Meigs Co u nty died o f an ap ­ 
p arent heart attack while sho v eling 
sno w at his ho me, o fficials said.

Gro v er G. Co nley , 61, o f Wheeler- 
sbu rg died o f an ap p arent heart attack 
as he sho v eled sno w at his ho me 
Thu rsday . 
A near-reco rd o range cro p 
mo st o f 
it still o n the trees —

A co ld wav e, nearly natio nal in 
sco p e, also has left a limited su p p ly o f 


natu ral gas in many p arts o f the 
co u ntry and has been blamed fo r at 
least a halfdo zen deaths in Ohio . 
Scho o ls in p arts o f fiv e states — 
A rkansas, 
Lo u isiana, 
Tex as, 
Oklaho ma and Kansas — were witho u t 
heating fu el Friday and clo sed their 
do o rs. The Arkansas-1 -o u isiana Gas 
Co ., which serv es large sectio ns o f the 
fiv e-state regio n, asked scho o ls and 
indu stries to shu t do wn du ring the co ld 
sp ell to co nserv e a dwindling su p p ly o f 
gas. 
The Natio nal Weather Serv ice said 
the co ld wav e wo u ld co ntinu e thro u gh 
the weekend in the So u theast. 
O ranges 
can 
w ithstand 
tem ­ 
p eratu res as lo w as 28 degrees fo r u p to 
fiv e ho u rs, citru s gro wers said. 
Readings as lo w as the lo w 20s were in 
p ro sp ect o v ernight in central Flo rida. 
At stake Is an estimated 136 millio n 
bo x es o f o ranges still o n the trees, 
citru s indu stry o fficials said. They said 
that is all bu t a fractio n o f the near­ 
reco rd cro p o f 172 millio n bo x es an­ 
ticip ated fo r this seaso n. 
The wo rst freeze in Flo rida’s histo ry 
was in 1962, when half the o range cro p 
was destro y ed by co ld temp eratu res. 
In So u thern Califo rnia, meanwhile, 
the mercu ry began to climb after fo u r 
nights o f tem p eratu re in the lo w 20s. 
The co ld weather to o k a heav y to ll o f 
that area’s citru s cro p , bu t so far 
gro wers hav e no t estimated their 
lo sses. 
Bad weather was blamed fo r sev eral 
deaths, and in Adams, N.Y., a state o f 
emergency was declared after the 
v illage was bu ried u nder 44 inches o f 
sno w.

A p assenger o n the seco nd train, 
Anne Dern, 52, said: “The train was 
cro wded, many p eo p le standing. 1 first 
felt the brakes. I knew so mething was 
go ing to hap p en and then there was a 
big no ise. 
“ I flew o u t o f my seat and slid alo ng 
the flo o r and smashed into a railing. 
Peo p le aro u nd me smashed their lip s 
and faces o n the gu ardrails ... I co u ld 
see teeth o n the flo o r.” 
Ro ss escap ed serio u s inju ry and the 
CTA’s medical m anager said he was 
tested fo r alco ho l o r dru g u se and all 
rep o rts were negativ e. 
Officials said Ro ss had an ex cellent 
fiv e-y ear reco rd o f serv ice with the 
CTA and as recently as No v ember had 
been reco mmended fo r p ro mo tio n to 
su p erv iso r. 
Jewell said he wo u ld co ntinu e to 
inv estigate “the p o ssibility o f hu man 
erro r” and added that inv estigato rs 
had no t immediately accep ted Ro ss’ 
acco u nt as the final ex p lanatio n.

Sangu mbe said he receiv ed his in­ 
fo rmatio n fro m “sp ecial so u rces” that 
he wo u ld no t disclo se. 
He gav e no fu rther details bu t said 
the new arriv als bro u ght to 900 the 
nu mber o f So v iets aiding the Po p u lar 
Mo v ement against an alliance o f 
UNITA and the Natio nal Fro nt. 
The rep o rt co u ld no t be immediately 
checked 
with so u rces amo ng the 
Organizatio n o f African Unity o r o ther 
dip lo mats in Addis Ababa. 
Sangu mbe said UNITA and FNLA 
hav e su ffered military rev erses du ring 
a recent MPLA o ffensiv e in no rth and 
central Ango la. “ In this stru ggle, mili­ 
tary v icto ries are no t p ermanent. They 
are o nly tem p o rary ,” he said. 
The OAU su mmit o p ened with Africa 
deep ly div ided o v er Ango la, which 
many delegates saw as the co ntinent’s 
grav est p o litical crisis since Eu ro p ean 
co lo nies began to beco me indep endent 
black African co u ntries abo u t 15 y ears 
ago .

Reagan campaign aides say the 
former governor plans to issue 
statements next week outlining a 
period of transition during which the 
federal government would drop major 
social and welfare programs, leaving 
it to the states and cities to continue 
them — and finance them — if they 
choose 
The budget plan has become a 
central issue in the first week of 
Reagan’s active campaign for the 
Republican presidential nomination. 
Critics, among them President 
Ford’s campaign manager, Howard H. 
Callaway, have said the Reagan 
proposal would deny needy Americans 
assistance they must have from the 
government. 
But Reagan, campaigning Friday in 
Tallahassee, Fla., said, “No one will 
be put out in the snow.” 
As Reagan defended his budget- 
cutting plan. 
President Ford en­ 
tertained a group of his campaign 
leaders at the White House, telling 
them he is confident of victory and 
downplaying a Gallup poll showing 
another 7 per drop in his popularity, 
“Damn the polls, full speed ahead." 
the President said. “ If we keep our 
cool, keep our faith and do what is 
right for America, I know we can win." 
Ford told the campaigners that he 
plans to present new proposals on 
education and tax relief for those 
earning between $10,000 and $30,000 a 
year. And he said, “We will continue 
our effort to release the stranglehold 
the federal government has on our 
society. We have made gains, but we 
must do more We must allow the pri­ 
vate sector to take over the jobs that it 
can do best ” 
Reagan aides said the former 
governor's planned clarification of his 
budget-cutting proposal would em­ 
phasize that it would be a phased and 
gradual process that would maintain 
benefits for those who need them. 
That 
presumably 
would 
ease 
criticism of the plan based on asser­ 
tions that it would deprive the needy of 
vital support But it would not deal 
with the other contention that has been 
raised: that a takeover of the federal 
programs would force sharp increases 
in state taxes. 
Reagan says he wants to transfer 
revenue sources along with program 
responsibility. 
The tax issue was hit hard by Ford 
backers this week as Reagan cam­ 
paigned in New Hampshire for the 
year's first presidential primary They 
said the Reagan plan would mean New 
Hampshire would have to enact its 
first income and sales taxes to pay for 
programs now funded by the federal 
government 
Reagan’s proposal presumably 
would have little chance of success 
with a Congress that is expected to 
remain under Democratic control 
Callaway abo spoke to the Ford 
campaign workers who gathered in 
Washington for a day of pep talks He 
predicted the President will defeat 
Reagan in the states where the former 
governor is considered to be running 
his strongest campaigns

Warming Trend, 
Snow On The Way

Conditions remain in the deep freeze 
today in Ohio, as well as over much of 
the eastern states. 
However, the 
temperature here was not quite so low 
as 24 hours previously. 
At 6 a m. this morning, readings in 
Ohio ranged from 14 at Cincinnati 
down to minus one at Akron under 
partly cloudy skies. 
Cloudiness was to be on the increase 
later today, 
with 
tem peratures 
reaching 15 to 20 in the north, and 20 to 
25 in the south. 
Temperatures will be moderating 
slowly during the weekend, so that by- 
Sunday the mercury may be near 
normal for mid January, the National 
Weather Service reported 
light snow is forecast to spread 
eastward across the Buckeye State 
tonight, as a low pressure now in 
Kansas, moves northeastward across 
northern Indiana Sunday morning 
Snow will be continuing Sunday in 
northern Ohio and possibly becoming 
mixed with rain in southern Ohio, 
before tapering off late Sunday or 
Sunday night. 
Highs Sunday will Im* in the 30s 
Friday, the extreme cold kept trash 
collectors off the job in Columbus for 
the second day in a row and added to a 
pileup of refuse that resulted from a 
layoff of city workers due to a budget 
problem. The w orkers’ contract 
provides that they don’t have to work 
when the temperature drops below 3 
degrees. 
Police dispatchers at a northern 
Hamilton County post said at about 2 
a rn. they investigated a driver

central Angola “ In this struggle, mili­ 
tary victories are not permanent They 
are only temporary ," he said 
The DAU summit opened with Africa 
deeply divided over Angola, which 
many delegates saw as the continent's 
gravest political crisis since European 
colonies began to become independent 
black African countries about 15 years 
ago.

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Control Cattle Lice 
For M axim um Incom e 


By GEORGK HAMRICK 
(ounty Extension Agent 
Agriculture 
If you’re milking cows or fattening 
steers, cattle lice can reduce the 
profitable pounds of milk and meat. 
lice make cattle uncomfortable by 
biting or sucking blood from the 
animals, says William F. Lyon, 
Extension Entomologist, The Ohio 
State University. Biting lice, reddish- 
brown in color, feed on the skin surface 
and cause the hair to fall off in patches 
Sucking lice are slate gray in color and 
withdraw blood from the animal, 
causing anemia. Infested livestock are 
unthrifty, have shaggy haircoats and 
may be seen rubbing against fences, 
buildings and other objects to relieve 
irritations. 
Uncomfortable cattle use their 
energy to relieve these irritations 
instead of turning it into milk and 
meat. Thus, milk production can be 
reduced by 10 per cent and beef cattle 
gains held to break even or less. 
The best time to control lice is in 
autumn or early winter, Lyon says. 
Heaviest louse infestations occur 
during the winter and early spring as 
the haircoat thickens and the animals 
are crowded together in buildings. 
Inspect cattle periodically throughout 
the winter and spring and re-treat 
them as necessary to keep lice under 
control, Lyon says. 
You have four methods of control — 
spraying, dusting, dipping or pour-on. 
Spraying or dipping methods are 
recommended in autumn or spring. 
Dusting is practical only when tte 
number of animals to be treated is 
small, or when the weather is too cold 
to spray or dip. The pour-on method 
may be used most anytime 
Rubbing devices such as backrub- 
bers are excellent for controlling lice, 


Lyon says, A simple rubbing device 
can be made with several strands of 
barbed wire 12 to 20 feet long with the 
wire suspended between two sturdy 
posts. The tallest post should be about 
5 feet high and the lowest one 14 feet 
high Wrap the barbed wires with 10 to 
15 burlap sacks, tied at 6-inch intervals 
with strong twine. Treat the rolled 
sacks with one of the recommended 
insecticides at the rate of one gallon of 
the mixture to each 15 to 20 linear feet 
of backrubber. Pour the material 
evenly on the sacks and re-treat the 
backrubber as necessary to keep it 
effective. 


The insecticide you choose depends 
on the animals you will treat — beef 
cattle or dairy cattle 
and 
your 
preferences of methods — spray, dip, 
pour-on, dust or rubbing device. 
For dairy cattle, spray with either 
coumaphos fCo-Rali or crotoxyphos 
(Ciodrin) plus dichlorvos (Vapona) or 
dust with one of these or Rabon. If you 
prefer a rubbing device for dairy 
cattle, use Ciodrin, Co-Ral, Korlan, or 
Ciovap. 


F'or beef cattle, use either Ciodrin 
plus Vapona (Ciovap), Co-Ral, Rabon. 
methoxychlor, Korlan, toxaphene or 
Ruelene as a spray. As a dip, use either 
Korlan or Toxaphene. As a dust, use 
either Ciodrin, Co-Ral, toxaphene, or 
Rabon With rubbing devices, you can 
use either Ciodrin, methoxychlor, 
malathion, Korlan, or toxaphene. 
Pour-ons include Ruelene, Warbex, 
Tiguvon, Korlan, or Neguvon. 
It is very important that you follow 
instructions on the label of the in­ 
secticide selected in order to prevent 
any excessive residues in milk or 
meat. Also, observe waiting periods 
from time of application 
until 
slaughter on certain materials. 


News For Homemakers

The Extension lesson for this month 
is "Gam es People Can 
Play.” 
Extension club leaders are teaching 
the lesson to other members. The 
lessons show how research is revealing 
the importance of good friends and 
personal relations. Some of the 
research reports included in the lesson 
show interesting and sometimes 
startling results. What happens when 
people lose their relationships with 
other people, or fail to develop them? 
The following are a few of the research 
and specialists comments: 
Many people who must move 
because of jote suffer family and 
friendship problems. “ California has 
an extremely high divorce rate. In that 
county more than 50,000 dependent 
children are involved in marital 
breakups each year. The widely known 
marriage counselor Dr. Paul Popenoe, 
of I /Os Angeles, has concluded that the 
area’s high divorce rate can be traced 
to its qualities of “ social vagrancy.” 
Two of the traits he includes under this 
form of personal vagrancy are very 
high mobility (moving often) and lack 
of family ties in many areas. 
What 
about 
alcoholism 
and 
relationships to other people? Mem­ 
bership in groups? Seldon Bacon, 
Director of the Rutgers Center of 
Alcohol Studies, says people who later 
become alcoholics tend to break 
connections with groups. He cites the 
fact that the success of Alcoholics 
Anonymous is because the alcoholic 
must become a group member, helped 
by others, and eventually he himself 
must help new members in the group, 
lncidently, cirrhosis of the liver, 
commonly caused by heavy alcohol 
drinking, kills about twice as many 
people, on the average, in California, 
as it does in the rest of the country. 
Remember, California is the state

where so many more people move, 
often times losing friends and group 
memberships. 
In Psychiatry, Feb. 1959, Frieda 
Fromm Reichmann, pointed to the 
probability of loneliness contributing 
to mental disorders. Two other 
researchers, Robert Faris and H. W. 
Dunham, found that certain types of 
schizophrenia have their highest 
number of cases in central districts of 
cities, especially among rooming 
house and hotel lodgers who tend to be 
usually lonely people. The lowest 
number of cases was among home 
owners and their families. 
Anthropologist Margaret Mead has 
stated that a new mother’s chances of 
having postpartum depression is 
directly proportional to the distance 
she is from any female relative or 
friend. The closer the friend, the less 
likely the mother is to suffer 
depression. 
Cancer Proneness. Claus Bahnson of 
the Eastern Pennsylvania Psychiatric 
Institute has made an extensive study 
of people most likely to develop can­ 
cer. In 1971 he reported to the 
American Cancer Society Seminar 
that, on the average, the cancer 
patient shows a tendency to be lonely, 
emotionally isolated, and to have 
difficulty forming deep relationships 
with other people. He tends to have a 
cool personality. A study of this at the 
Institute of Applied Biology in New 
York City has found very similar 
results.

For 
years, dairymen have been en­ 
couraged to give their cows a dry 
period of 60 days between lacations, 
says Wallace Taylor, Extension 
Dairyman, The Ohio State University. 
New research results suggest this 
may be too long, he says. 
The physiological effects resulting 
from the dry period and the effects of 
different lengths of dry period not 
being well known are probably the 
biggest reasons the 60 days have been 
recommended Up to 20 years ago, 
dairymen were told that the longer the 
dry period (up to 7 or 8 weeks), the 
higher the production in the sub­ 
sequent lactation, Taylor says. Even a 
longer dry period was recommended 
for high producing cows. 
The idea of an “ Ideal Cow Year” 
came about from former recom­ 
mendations that the optimum calving 
interval was 
12 months 
Former 
recommendations state that a cow be 
left open for 60 days before service and 
then be given a 60 day dry period 
before calving back. If the cow con­ 
ceives on the first service and is dried 
up for 60 days, then she will have a 305 
day lactation and will calve back in 12 
months from her previous calving 
date. 
Taylor says research has shown that 
the cow should be bred back earlier 
and that a dry period of less than 60 
days is more desirable. Studies reveal 
that the optimum dry period is closer 
to 50 days rather than to 60 days. 
On official DHIA cows, the current 
state average on days dry is 61, based 
on 56,000 cows — 23 per cent dry over 
71 days and 31 per cent dry 45 days or 
less. So, getting the cows settled back 
early and then a dry period of about 50 
days is what we are recommending 
now, says Taylor. 
There are a few cases, however, 
where a high producing cow may need 
a longer dry period, but not many, he 
says. The Pontiac cow of the Gelbke 
Brothers that did hold the world record 
for both milk and fat production had a 
67 day dry period before she made her 
record. She was dry 69 days before she 
calved back on her second lactation 
and still made 34,390 pounds milk and 
1672 pounds butterfat in 305 days.

Pruning Shrubs 
The time to prune your shrubs is 
during the dormant season, but with 
below freezing temperatures, most of 
us are not likely to get out and do this 
job. That’s good, because you don’t 
want to prune, even though dormant, 
when weather is freezing or when 
temperatures are likely to dip from 40 
and 50 degrees into the 20’s overnight. 
It is better to wait until late winter 
when the weather breaks—several 
warm days—but before new growth 
starts. Flowering shrubs are an ex­ 
ception. Shrubs that bloom in spring 
should not be pruned until the spring or 
early summer bloom, if you want 
heavy bloom. 
[.andscape horticulturists believe 
the effect of the shrubs structural 
branching characteristics is more 
important than its flowering effect in 
the total landscape design. Therefore, 
it may 
be 
better to prune 
all 
flowering shrubs in early spring 
before growth starts. Some bloom will 
be sacrificed by this method. Either 
method is alright, but the individual 
has to decide which he wants to use. 
The time to prune evergreens is the 


same . . . late winter or early spring 
before new growth starts. Some light 
pruning may be desirable in late July 
or early August to shorten long 
branches or reshape the plant. 
Pruning shears are best for bran­ 
ches 4 to =4 inch in diameter lapping 
shears may be used for branches *4 to 
2 inches in diameter and for larger 
branches, use a pruning saw. Hedge 
shears are used for shearing hedges or 
formal shaped plants. Do not use 
hedge shears for other pruning pur­ 
poses. The general principles of 
pruning are to always cut back to 
another branch or bud, cut back to 
healthy wood, and make cuts parallel 
to a bud that will produce new growth. 
The 
thinning 
out 
method 
is 
recommended for most evergreen and 
deciduous shrubs. This means a 
branch is cut off at its point of origin to 
the parent stem or to a lateral side 
branch or to a “ Y” of a branch junc­ 
tion. This method of pruning is least 
conspicuous, results in a more open 
plant, and does not stimulate excessive 
new growth. Also, much growth can be 
removed and not change the plant’s 
natural appearance. Evergreen plants 
can be maintained for years at a 
desired height and spread by thinning 
out. 
No-Till Planting Becoming 
M ore Popular For Row Crops 


“ An increasing number of farmers 
in the Buckeye State and Pickaway 
County are using no-till planting of row 
crops,” said Don Archer, district 
conservationist for the U.S. Soil 
Conservation

Pickaway County. 
Use of the no-tillage method of com 
production has grown from less than 
5,000 acres in 1967 to nearly 200,000 
acres in 1974. No-till is also being used 
on nearly 100,000 acres of Ohio land for 
planting soybeans following harvest of 
winter wheat. In many areas of the 
state crop yields have been as great or 
greater under the no-tillage method of 
production than with conventional 
tillage. 
Last year, Ohio farmers planted 
over 11 million acres to row and forage 
crops. An increasing amount of this 
land is being planted using the no-till 
method which sharply reduces labor 
requirements, machinery use, and fuel 
consumption. 


No-till planting eliminates the need 
for plowing, discing, and cultivation. 
In many cases, the entire operation of 
killing weeds, seeding, and fertilizing 
is done in just one trip over the field. It 
also allows reseeding for productive 
stands of forage on land where plowing 
would cause severe erosion.

says Archer. “ No-till is a good con­ 
servation practice,” he says. “ In 
addition to the labor, equipment, and 
fuel savings, this method of seeding 
really reduces wind and water erosion.

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Control Cattle Lice 
For M axim um Incom e

If you’re milking cows or fattening 
steers, cattle lice can reduce the 
profitable pounds of milk and meat. 
lice make cattle uncomfortable by 
biting or sucking blood from the 
anim als, says William F. Lyon, 
Extension Entomologist, The Ohio 
State University. Biting lice, reddish- 
brown in color, feed on the skin surface 
and cause the hair to fall off in patches 
Sucking lice are slate gray in color and 
withdraw blood from the animal, 
causing anemia. Infested livestock are 
unthrifty, have shaggy haircoats and 
may be seen rubbing against fences, 
buildings and other objects to relieve 
irritations 
Uncomfortable cattle use their 
energy to relieve these irritations 
instead of turning it into milk and 
meat. Thus, milk production can be 
reduced by IO per cent ami beef cattle 
gains held to break even or less 
The best time to control lice is in 
autumn or early winter. Lyon says. 
Heaviest louse infestations occur 
during the winter and early spring as 
the ha lr coat thickens and the animals 
are crowded together in buildings 
Inspect cattle periodically throughout 
the winter ami spring and retreat 
them as necessary to keep lice under 
control, Lyon says. 
You have four methods of control — 
spraying, dusting, dipping mr pour-on 
Spraying or dipping methods are 
recommended in autumn or spring 
Dusting is practical only when the 
number of animals to be treated is 
small, or when the weather is too cold 
to spray or dip. The pour-on method 
may be used most anytime, 
Rubbing devices such as backrub- 
bers are excellent for controlling lice. 


Lyon says. A simple rubbing device 
can be made with several strands of 
barbed wire 12 to 20 feet long with the 
wire suspended between two sturdy 
posts. The tallest post should be about 
5 feet high and the lowest one 14 feet 
high. Wrap the barbed wires with IO to 
15 burlap sacks, tied at 6-inch intervals 
with strong twine. Treat the rolled 
sacks with one of the recommended 
insecticides at the rate of one gallon of 
the mixture to each 15 to 20 linear feet 
of backrubber. Pour the material 
evenly on the sacks and re-treat the 
backrubber as necessary to keep it 
effective. 
The insecticide you choose depends 
on the animals you will treat — beef

For beef cattle, ase either Ciodrin 
plus Vapona Ciovap I, Co-Ral, Rabon. 

Korlan. toxaphene or 
Ruelene as a spray. As a dip, ase either 
Korlan or Toxaphene As a dust, use 
either Ciodnn. Co-Ral, toxaphene. or 
Rabon With rubbing devices, you can 
ase either Ciodrin. methoxychlor. 
m alathion, Korlan, or toxaphene. 
Pour-ons include Ruelene. Warbex, 
Tiguvon. Korlan. or Neguvon. 
It is very important that you follow 
instructions on the label of the in­ 
secticide .selected in order to prevent 
any excessive residues in milk or 
meat. Also, observe waiting periods 
from time of application

bership in groups’* Seldom Bacon. 
Director of the Rutgers Center of 
Alcohol Studies, says people who later 
become alcoholics tend to break 
connections with groups He cites the 
fact that the success (rf Alcoholics 
Anonymous is because the alcoholic 
must become a group member, helped 
by others, and eventually he himself 
must help new members in the group 
Incidently, cirrhosis of the liver, 
commonly caused by heavy alcohol 
drink mg, kills about twice as many 
people, on the average, in California, 
as it does in the rest of the country.

Claus Bahnson of 
the Eastern Pennsylvania Psychiatric 
Institute bos made an c xtensive study 
of people most likely to develop can­ 
cer. In 1971 he reported to the 
American Cancer Society Seminar 
that, on the average, the cancer 
patient shows a tendency to be lonely, 
emotionally isolated, and to have 
difficulty forming deep relationships 
with other people He tends to have a 
cool personality. A study of this at the 
Institute of Applied Biology rn New 
York City has found very similar 
results.

He has served on many advisory 
boards and commissions related to 
agriculture and natural resources, and 
in 1967. was named National Wildlife 
Conservationist of the Year. Appointed 
an Ohio State trustee by Gov. Rhodes 
in 1968, his term will end in 1977. 
A 1928 graduate of Ohio State, 
Dunlap was active in Scarlet and 
Mask, treasurer of his senior class and 
the former Student Senate, president 
of Kappa Sigma social fraternity, and 
a member of the Athletic Board. He 
disagrees with the nation that today's 
students are apathetic by com­ 
parison. 
"They're wholesome — more honest 
than we were," he said. "They don’t 
hide what they think, but come right 
out and say it. Why, you’d be surprised 
how many phone calls I get from 
students and parents, telling me what 
they think about a lot of things. I ad­ 
mire that kind of responsiveness." 
"Not that I always agree with 
them,” he added. "And I don’t mean 
I’m right all the time. But I like to 
think 
I 
am ," 
he 
chuckled. 


His regard for students shows in his 
attitude concerning the possibility of 
their serving on the board of trustees. 
"I'm not against students on the 
board, although it’s not really my 
prerogative." he said "We have some 
awfully good students here. I just don’t 
want to turn the whole thing over to 
them We need young ideas, but they 
should be balanced by experience. I 


don’t want to go off the deep end either 
way." 
What’s the most pressing issue the 
board faces? Without much hesitation, 
he answered, "I suppose that would be 
the financial end of it. I’d hate to see 
fees raised any more. 
"Actually, Ohio State is much better 
off than most of the state supported 
schools," he continued. “It has a 
wonderful faculty and administration. 
Now, President Harold Enarson — 
he’s a whale of a good man. Best friend 
the students have." 
Does he see any indication of student 
disruption looming in the future? 
"No. Back in 1968, there was a sort of 
viciousness on the part of students — 
throwing bricks through windows and 
that kind of thing. I don’t think that will 
happen again. A lot of the issues, such 
as 
minority 
recruiting 
in 
the 
professional schools, will only be 
solved with time. There’s no im­ 
mediate solution.” 
What about the seriousness with 
which students tackle their studies? 
"They have it harder now than when 
I went to school," he said. "More is

expected of them, simply because

Growth is wonderful as long as 
you keep quality. That’s what's im­ 
portant. And I believe Ohio State is 
managing to balance the two well."

NEW YORK - Barbara was tuck ed

into her glass, she 
trembled. As he lit a gold-tipped 
Gaulois with his sterling silver Zippo, 
and gently placed the dainty cigarette 
between her quivering lips, she k new 
that she would hear those words she 
could never forget . . . 
“Will you PIJ5ASE put out that 
cigarette?” snapped the woman at the 
nex t table. 
“ Smok e mak es me 
positively ill!” 
Yes, indeed, there they were again: 
the unforgettable words. As Barbara 
described the scene later, “You ask 
me how I k new my true love was true. 
Ordinarily I would, of course, have 
replied, ‘Something deep inside cannot 
be denied.’ But smok e always gets in 
somebody’s eyes . . . ” 
So it goes in romantic circles today. 
And in unromantic circles as well. The 
anti-smok ers are mak ing themselves 
felt in America, and mak ing them­ 
selves heard. After literally two 
centuries of living peaceably together, 
the smok ers and anti-smok ers of the 
land have drawn up battle lines and 
are polarizing themselves into hostile 
positions. 
Today, whether it’s in Park Avenue 
restaurants, on airplanes, in elevators 
or even in formal living rooms, you can 
assume that where there’s smok e 
there’s fire — in the eyes of non- 
smok ers. John Banzhoff 3rd, director 
of a legal action group called ASH 
(Action on Smok ing and Health), has 
been quoted as stating the latter’s 
reasons for defiance: 
“We are no longer one of the fastest 
growing minorities," he told the N.Y. 
Times. “We are the majority.” And 
the majority is no longer silent. 
Polite smok ers who used to inquire, 
“Mind if I smok e?” are being con­ 
founded with forthright responses of 
“Yes, I do.” This annoys smok ers, who 
are accustomed to affirmative replies 
or, at worst, humble mumbles. And 
when annoyed, a confirmed smok er 
today may just light up anyway, which 
annoys the non-smok er. Dedicated 
anti-smok ers have been k nown to pick 
up a scissors and snip a smok er’s of­ 
fensive weapon midway between its 
filter and fire. This action, considered 
dangerous and uncivil by smok ers, 
sometimes calls for a retaliatory 
measure, such as lighting up a fat and 
unsnippable cigar . . . an act tan­ 
tamount, in the minds and nasal 
passages of some anti-smok ers, to the 
pulling out of fingernails. 
Most of my friends, particularly 
those who smok e, feel that the new 
offensive tack being tak en by the 
opposition to pollution will lik ely 
worsen in the coming year as the 
contestants come out of the woodwork 
to mak e their feelings k nown. “They 
(the anti-smok ing groups) seem to 
think that by being adamant, they will 
help smok ers to quit — for their own 


good, as well as the general public’s,” 
says one. “ But that won’t work , and 
you k now it.” 
I think she is right. Confirmed 
smok ers have been, for several years, 
on the defensive and nobody — 
especially crusaders with militancy in 
their voices — will coerce them out of 
their vice. If there is anything a 
nicotine addict cannot stand, it is to be 
nagged or piously urged to abandon his 
enjoyable, if dangerous, habit. 
An overly solicitous wife rarely 
cured an alcoholic, and a vain husband 
rarely converted his compulsive 
overeating wife to reduce. However 
well mtentioned, pleas and sharp 
words only mak e addicts nervous — 
tending to lead to yet another Scotch, 
or fudge sundae, or cigarette. Kick ing 
a habit is a purely personal decision, 
and warnings, or coercion turn off the 
habitee. This is why cigarette con­ 
sumption went up dramatically a few 
months after the Surgeon-General 
*innnunr*# » H th*» v w*» re dangerous to 


health This is why Joe E. I^wLs ob­ 
served: 
“I read that smok ing is 
dangerous, so of course I gave up 
reading.” 
As I see it, the drawn battle lines and 
the polarization of smok ers and anti­ 
smok ers can lead to nothing but fur­ 
ther antagonism — and possibly 
another resulting increase in nicotine 
sales. The puffers demand their basic 
freedom to smok e, and they should 
have it. (As Barbara said, “Who has 
the gall to tell me I can’t enjoy my life 
— or, 
for 
that 
matter, 
commit 
suicide?” ) The anti-smok ing majority 
demand their basic freedom to breathe 
clean air, and they should have it. I^et 
the smok ers obey the burgeoning “no­ 
smok ing’’ signs and laws in the land; 
and let the non-smok ers inhabit those 
areas, desisting from verbal assaults 
upon those to whom habits are dear.

Judge not a man by the odor of 
his cravings . . , 
Glue Sniffing Hit 
By Sta te Le gis la tor 


COLUMBUS, Ohio i AP) - A central 
city legislator from Cleveland wants 
the Ohio Senate to do something about 
glue sniffing, a problem he describes 
as “the poor k ids’ high.” 
“Glue sniffing is the poor k ids’ way 
of getting high, but its consequences 
are tragic and deadly,” said Sen. 
Charles L. Butts, D-23 Cleveland. 
“ While glue-sniffing might sound 
somewhat innocent, the fumes from 
the glue literally destroy brain cells." 
Butts readily agreed that harmful 
hard drugs were a serious problem in 
core areas, but he said blue — usually 
the model airplane variety — was 
“cheap and available.” 
His bill, introduced earlier this 
week , would outlaw the sale of glue 
unless it contained a nox ious additive 
designed to mak e users sick before 
they get high from inhaling fumes. 
The reaction of nausea would not be 
“permanent or dangerous,” he said. 
Butts also wants to crack down on 
unscrupulous dealers who he claims 
cater to young users in Cleveland, 
selling glue “complete with the appro­ 
priately-sized paper bag.” 
The legislation would mak e it illegal 
to sell glue when there is reason to 
believe the product will be abused. 
Although it might be difficult to en­ 
force, Butts argues such a law would at 
least give police authority to k eep tabs 
on suspect retailers. 
“This puts some of the burden on 
store owners to try and clean things 
up,” he said. 
Under Ohio law, glue is classified as 
a harmful intox icant and using it for 
the purpose of getting high is a 
misdemeanor 
However, a spok esman for Atty. 
Gen. William J. Brown said the two 
k ey provisions of Butts’ bill were not 
considered last 
year 
when the 
legislature enacted a wide-ranging 
new drug law. 
Butts said several other states had 
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gotten good results from laws similar 
to the one he is proposing. 
“ Hopefully, this effective anti-glue 
sniffing bill can win quick approval 
here in the legislature,” he said.

COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) - Battelle 
laboratories researchers recommend 
in a federal study report upgrading 
current supplemental airports and de­ 
veloping new facilities to cut peak hour 
commuter air traffic and minimize 
passenger delay.

Dr. Edward B. Stinson, of Stanford 
University in California, and Dr. Neal

Research Foundation, are using tiny 
coils of tantalum and embedding them 
in the heart during open heart surgery. 
These then become markers by 
which the heart beat can thereafter be 
visualized by X-ray. The tantalum 
coils become a permanent means for 
monitoring the activity of the heart 
and its function.

Jobless Pay 
Extension

WASHINGTON (AP) - Ohio and 19 
other states and the District of 
Columbia have been notified by the 
I .a bor Department that thousands of 
unemployed workers no longer are 
eligible for extended jobless benefits 
The departm ent said Thursday 
declining jobless rates in the states 
and the District of Columbia made 
them ineligible for the extra funds 
beginning with the week ended last 
Saturday. 
Under a 1974 law, workers can 
receive up to 26 weeks of additional 
federal benefits once they have 
exhausted their first 39 weeks of aid 
under 
federal-state 
program s 
However, the availability of the ad­ 
ditional 26 weeks of funds is tied to a 
formula based on the insured unem­ 
ployment rate in each state 
The extended benefits are cut off 
when the insured unemployment rate 
in a state averages less than 5 per cent 
over 13 straight weeks. The insured 
jobless rate is the percentage of 
unemployed workers covered by 
regular 
state 
unemployment 
programs. It usually trails the over-all 
jobless rate by 1.5 to 2 percentage 
poults. 
Workers currently receiving these 
benefits will continue to draw their 
checks for up to 13 weeks, but new 
workers no longer will be added to the 
"supplemental" rolls.

A busy week followed the holidays in 
juvenile court. The court heard cases 
against 17 delinquent youths, four 
traffic offenders and two adults 
charged 
with 
offense

juveniles. 
Several of the offenders were given 
sentences to the Ohio Youth Com­ 
mission including an 18-year-old 
Columbus 
youth 
charged 
with 
breaking and entering and grand theft. 
He was placed with the Youth Com­ 
mission on a permanent basis. 
A 15-year-old Williamsport boy had 
his sentence to the Youth Commission 
suspended and 
was 
placed 
on 
probation for three years after a 
conviction of petit theft. 
Violation of probation charges 
brought a suspended sentence of ten 
days in the Pickaway County Ja il to a 
18-year-old Route 3 Orient boy. The 
court continued his probation. 
The sentence to the Youth Com­ 
mission was ordered held 90 days on a 
17-year-old Williamsport boy found 
guilty of petit theft and violation of 
probation. 
An 18-year-old Route 3, man was 
found guilty during the week of con­ 
tributing to the unruliness of a minor. 
He received a suspended sentence of 
ten days in the county jail and was
